2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 
Claims 1-54 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2) because not a single prior art cited in the International Search Report does 
expressly disclose the employment of the instant compounds in a pharmaceutical compositions and a method for inducing increased 
levels of anti-HIV chemokines in activated lymphocytes and a method for modifying synthesis of a receptor hgand to alter 
extracellular recognition of a receptor by an infectious agent. 

Claims 1-54 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over the combined teachings of the cited prior art, 
Kempf et al. and Naldini et al. 

The combined teachings of the all cited prior art teach that the instant ingredients or compounds or agents are useful in compositions 
and methods of inhibiting retroviral protease including HIV. 

Claims 1-54 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4) because the claimed compositions and a method for inducing increased levels of 
anti-HIV chemokines in activated lymphocytes and a method for modifying synthesis of a receptor hgand to alter extracellular 
recognition of a receptor by an infectious agent have industrial applicability in the pharmaceutical art. 

Applicants' remarks filed 19 January 2005, in response to the Written Opinion mailed January 10, 2005, have been fully considered 
but not found persuasive in view of the prior art teachings.
